Room, Oneida County Courthouse, First Floor, on Friday, August 17, 2018 at 9:00 a.m., and on Monday 

August 20, 2018 at 10:00 a.m.  The purpose is to canvass the Partisan Primary held August 14, 2018.

Upon completion of the reviews, the election night results 

will be reconciled for any errors and the Summary Statement of the Board of Canvassers along with the 

Certification will be completed and signed by the board and will be made a part of these minutes.  Entries will 

be made into WisVote and the printed Summary Statement and Certification will be signed and mailed to the 

Wisconsin Elections Commission.  No Provisional Ballots were issued.
